Explosion Occurred at the Helmbacher | 


~ Rolling Mills, De Kalb Street and 
Bartner Avenue, Early This 
| Morning. 


A terrific explosion took place at the 
Helmbeck Forge and -Roiling Mill Co.'s 
plant, Barton and De Kalb streets, at 4:46 
o'clock this morning. The eyes of Harry 
Schmidt, a laborer, who caused the acci- 
dent, were aimost torn from their sockets 
and he received other injuries from which 
it is thought he cannot recover. 

Michael Stanchy, another laborer, suf- 
fered severe injury. A long piece of flesh 
Was ripped from ihe left side of his back. 
He is suffering great pein, but the sur 
geons believe he will recover. 

The accident was a peculiar one. It is 
called by the workmen a cinder explosion, 
but in reality it was more like the burst- 
ing of a huge cannon filled with shrapnel 
and grapeshot. 

The furnaces of the plant are so ar- 
ranged that the iron which is a waste prod- 
uct is carried into vats which are about 
two feet in diametef# and one foot deep. 
In the vat is a piece of fireproof) material 
which can be withdrawn when the molten 
fron is Gooled, thus leaving a hole in which 
@ lever can be inserted and the iron put 
on a truck.

ALCEDO, Ul., Dee, 13.—New facts that 
are being brought to light put a new phase 
of the trial of Dona Dunlap for the murder 
of Alice-Dool. Her lawyers are trying to 
prove that the poisoning of Allie Dooil last 
August was accidental, and that Miss, Dun- 
lap herself felt the effects of the gtrych- 
nine which caused the death of the other 
young woman. The prosecution supplied 
an unwiliing witness today in support of 
this plea, and there are others to follow on 
the side of the defense. 

The suicide theory practically has been 
abandoned by the defense as a result of 
information secured concerning the con- 
tents of the two letters which Mrs. Doo! 
discovered after her daughter's death. It 
was learned through Frank Owens, to 
whom Miss Dooi was engaged for six years, 
that the letters he wrote to the young 
woman were only requests for the return of 
presents he had given her. 

Miss Emma Riddell, a milliner of uncer- 
tain temper, was the witness who gave the 
jury the first hint of the fact that the 
young woman accused of murdering Alile 
Dool relied on the evidence to prove that 
accident, and not intent, was responsible 
for her death.

CASTRO TRIED TO PAY UP 


Venezuela’s Side of the Controversy 
Explained by Her Representa- 
tive in Paris. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. | 
(Copyright, 1902, by the Press Publishing Co.) 


PARIS, Dec. 13.—M. Maubourguet, the 
Giplomatic representative of Venezuela in 
Paris, said to the Post-Dispatch corres- 
pondent today: 

“England and Germany’s seizure of Ven- 
ezuela’s fleet is without a precedent, and 
sinking of a vessel was an act of barbarity 
and wholiy unjustified. 

“Venezuela, while not expecting aggres- 
sion from these two nations, was suddenly 
attacked by them. 

“The imprisonment of the English and 
German residents was due to the excite- 
ment and indignation of the populace. 

** Venezuela wants is to live in peace. 

“If President Castro had been given time 
he would have met the claims against Ven- 
ezuela, but he is unable to pay up imme- 
diately, as the exchequer is empty, owing 
to the successive revolutions. 

“President Castro is no braggadocio, and 
is supported by an entire and united people. 
He wil] suealt to no further humi.lations 
of his vountry. The action of Great Brit- 
ain and Bermany is unworthy of the two 
nations at the head of all civilized peoples. 
ir they do these things, what can be ex- 
pected of others?” 

M. Maubourguet explains that Castro was 
preparing to meet the Anglo-German claims 
when these powers made war upon him. 
He said: 

About six months ago, President Castro 
sent special envoys to different European 
cities intrusted with a confidential mis- 
sion having for its object to ascertain the 
state of feeling of the foreign creditors of 
the Venezuelan republic and to try to ar- 
rive at a basis of agreement for the con- 
solidation and unification of all Venezuela's 
foreign debt, including the diplomatic 
claims. 

“After considerable negotiating in_ Lon- 

don and on thé Continent, a suggested plan 
of settlement was arrived at. Subsequently 
the firm of J. & W. Seligman & Co. of 
Né York and one of the leading French 
banking concerns promised tentatively to 
support the pian. In brief, these docu- 
ments provided, ‘as the executive is in- 
spired by an earnest desire of coming to a 
final settlement with all Venezuela's for- 
sign creditors, for the consolidation of all 
debts and claims into a unified loan, not 
exceeding $8,000,000, to be known as the 
aaa ity unified 4 
1902. 
“An unoffciai effort was made to gain 
the good offices of the United States in 
order to procure for Venezuela a slight ex- 
tension of time. The final arrangements 
were cabled from London to President 
Castro, and were ready for presentation. to 
the foreign office, pending President Cas- 
tro’s reply, when the news of the ultima- 
tum was received, and the two powers 
proceeded to collect their money at. the 
cannon’s mouth.”’

As has been repeatedly said to the Ven- 
ezuelan government, firstly, claims ante- 
rior to the 234 of May, (which is the 
date of the rising headed by the present 
president of the republic), are excluded, 
while Venezuela will naturally have to an- 
swer for the acts in forming governments. 
Secondly, all diplomatic intervention 
against revolutions or byy commission. we 
must exclude, appeal to the federal high 
court being alone permitted. In spite of 
this, however, as has been seen, there were 
some cases where judicial employes de- 
pended on the Venezuelan Government and 
when occasion has arisen they have been 
devrived of their offices without formal- 


ity. 

Finally, the payment o fanys claim 
which a commission might: allow was to 
be affected with certificates of a new debt 
of the revolution, to be created for that 
purpose, which, from what has n seen 
hitherto, would scarcely have value. 

Tht imperial! government has  conse- 
quently instructed me to pray the Vene- 
zuelan to yee without delay the Ger- 
man credits which, according to my note 
of the 3lst of December last, amount to 
1,718,816 bolivars, 67 centimes (about $400,- 
000) Furthermore, the manner in which 
German claims consequent on the war 
have been treated by the governmeng of 
the republic has led the imperial govern- 
ment to think that other claims of its 
subjects against the republic also stand in 
need of support. 

To arrive at a just conclusion, therefore, 
German claims consequent on the present 
civil war and ‘the credits of the German 
houses occasioned by the construction of 
the siaughterhouse at aracas and the 
amount due the great Venezuelan railroad 
for interest and amortization scrip of the 
five-per cent Venezuelan loan of 18%, 
which were delivered in redemption of a 
guaranty of interest, must be considered 
in the same light. 

By order of the imperial government 
I have to ask the Venezuelan government 
to make a declaration immediately that it 
recognizes in principle the correctness ot 
these demands and is willing to accept the 
decision of a mixed commission with the 
object of having them determined and as- 
sured in all their detalls. 

The imperial government hopes the gov- 
ernment*of the republic will satisfy the just 
demands of Germany and not oblige the 
imperial itself to enforce their satisfaction.

WAY TO VICKSBURG. 


MACHINERY PLACED AT ALTON 


Built of Steel, Fireproof, Her Builder 
Calls Her “King” of the Father 
| of Waters. 


The enormous transfer steamer Pelican 
will steam down the Mississippi river past 
S:. Louls late this afternoon for southern 
waters. She has been at the Alton whart 
for the past six weeeks, where all her 
machinery has been installed. 


The steamer is built entireiy of steel, and 
is abeolute:y fireproof. Her machinery is 
tae most powerful ever placed on a steamer 
on the Mississippi river. Sne can carry iv 
fre.ght cars and 10 passenger coaches in 
one load. 

Two monster engines propel her side 
whee.s. The engines are of 1100 horse-power 
combined, and are of the n.ost modern ty pe. 

The Feucan was buiit by che ltowa iron 
Works. Since the first day of June, igvz, a 
fcrce of a hundred workmen have been em- 
pioyed in building this monster steamer. 

When the huil was compieted it was 
towed to Alton, For six weeks more than 
a hundred men have been placing the ma- 
chinery, putting in the wheels and the 
Staterooms, laying the floors and making 
the Pelican a habitabie steamer. 

After these many months of work, the 
steel monster today took the deep current 
of the river, not in tow of another steam- 
cr, but driven by her o power and pro- 
peliers. 

She will steam slowly to Vicksburg, Miss., 
where she goes into service transferring 
railroad cars across the river. 

The construdtion of the Pelican was 
under the supervision of William Bonson, 
proprietor of the Iowa Iron Works. ihe 
craft is the finest Mr. Bonson ever turned 
vut. Bhe cost $200,000 and Mr. Bonson says 
she is the king of the Father of Waters. 

c. Ford of the Louisiana Transfer Co. 
has been with the Pelican since the boat 
arrived at the Alton wharf, and has per- 
sonally watched the work of placing the 
machinery. 

The Pelican is larger than the Sprague, 
which was built by the same company. 
The Sprague was not me bong J a steel craft. 

When in actual service, it will require 
a crew of sixteen men to run the Peli- 
can.

The substarce of Senator Farris’ state- 
ment was that he was for W. J. Stone tor 
United States senator; thac he knew Stone 
was a lobbyist, but that that fact would 
not hurt his candidacy. 


Senator Lee said that Stone could be de- 
féeated by a strong lcader because the bet- 
ter Class of Democrats regarded him as a 

trimmer.’ He added that Gov. Stone had 
made a mistake on the baking powder bill 
and that Stone had entered into a deal with 
Dockery and Cook to parcel out state of-

Senator Cockrell two years hence and that 
Cook should be made governor. 

Farris and Lee have published letters de- 
nying these interviews. 


Statement by the Reporter. 

The interviews were obtained and writ- 
ten by J. J. McAuliffe, an experienced and 
reliable member of the Post-Dispatch staff. 

Mr. McAuliffo's statement follows: 

In answer to Senator Farris, I simply 
dosire to emphasize the accuracy of the in- 
terview published with him in the Post- 
‘Dispatch of Dec. 10. On tne morning of 
‘that day I met Mr. Farris at Union Sta- 
‘tion, and for twenty minutes the senatorial 
‘Candidacy of ox-Gov. William J. Stone was

ALL ARE SENT TO THE WHITE 
HOUSE BASEMENT. 


Walls of Drawing Rooms and Main 
Hall Have Been Cleared of Fa- 
mous Paintings to Make 
Room for Panels.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Mrs. Roosevelt 
heard some pretty plain talk yesterday at 
the tea she gave and at which she was as- 
sisted by the Misses Hitchcock of St. 


Louis. 
Fully 500 diplomats, members of Con- 
gress, officials, society \women and others, 


were present. 
Several gave voice to ‘ee widespread re- 
gret that the historic portraits, which for- 


merly adorned the state drawing room and 
ihe red corridor, have been relegated to 
he basement. 

Mrs. Roosevelt listened with great inter- 
est, and it is believed that some compro- 
tnise will be suggested. 

The fact that Gilbert Stuart's portrait 
of Washington has not been spared, has 
provoked protest from all parts of sed 
ecountr’y. 

It is understood that President and Mrs. | 
Roosevelt feel very much embarrassed As 
several patriotic and historical societies 
have offered to give the portrait a home 
until room ean be made for it in the 
White House. 

This is the only portrait now extant from 
which W ashington TB nrg 9 ny me and it is 
the one which lly dison rescued 
when. Washington was captured by the 
fritish. 

Some of the senators contemplate asking 
to have the portrait sent to the Capitol. 

The same feeling is voiced in regard 10 
the Martha kine pea oe portraits, and 
those of Jefferson and Lincoln. The por- 
traits of the former mistresses of the 
White House have aiso been sent to the 
basement, and this has called forth a 
storm of protests from the various or- 

ranizations which presented the pictures to 
che executive mansion. 

According to the present plan, not a por- 
tdait will be allowed in the apy B rooms 
or in the main hall. The spaces hitherto 
occupied by the portraits of former Presi- 
dents and their wives will be filled with 
panels,or statues, 

In the Fast room, some of the spaces 
will be filled by huge mantels of French 
marble and wide, open fire places.
